Arthur Goldlierg. special coun­ 
sel for the AFL-CIO and general 
counsel of the United Steelwork 
ers Union, has been rated as the 
top contender for the position. 
Meany, and some aides, how­ 
ever, have indicated they are not 
eager for Kennedy to select any­ 
one from the ranks of organized 
labor for that particular post.

Drifting, biting winds and bitter cold threw a one-two punch at Lower 
Rucks County today as its residents struggled to recover from the paralysis of 
yesterday** record snowstorm. 
The mercury plunged to an unofficial low of five above zero this 
morning, an official nine above at the U.S. Weather 
Bureau in Trenton. 
In addition, winds up to to miles per hour 
drifted the light, feathery snow back onto highways 
and secondary roads almost as fast as the snow 
plows could clear them. 
Mighty E ffo r t 
Nevertheless, with a mighty effort, 
Lower 
Bucks was slowly returning to a semblance of 
normality. 
Buses were running to both Trenton and Phila­ 
delphia although not on any regular schedule. Rail­ 
roads, the Pennsylvania and the Beading, were 
almost back to normal, with commuters who had 
stayed home yesterday fighting their way to the two 
stations. 


Yesterday's Nor’easter, which started at noon 
Sunday, deposited a total of 17 inches of snow on 
the area, drifting at times to depths of I? feet, 
It 
was the greatest snowfall within a 24-hour period iii 
the history of the Trenton I .S . Weather Bureau 
• office. 
Most citizens in Northampton Township and in 
.Newtown found themselves stranded at home again 
this morning when snow drifts, some as high as 
six feet, made roads impassable even for snow 
removal equipment. 
In Northampton, six-foot drifts blew across 
main and secondary roads after the roads had been 
partially cleared yesteday. 
In Newtown, the roads to Doylestown and to 
Langhorne were open but secondary roads leading 
to the main roads were completely blocked bv the 
drifts 
One-Lane Traffic 
All U. S. highways were open. Clark Whlleseli, 
assistant county highway superintendent, declared, 
although in some cases with one-lane traffic only 
In addition, a number of important state roads, 
such as Route 413, Newportville Road and Tyburn 
Road were passable. Most of the peripheral drives 
in the Levittown sections had been plowed once, 
according to the various township authorities 
Rut automobile traffic was hazardous at best, 
complicated by the hundreds of cars and trucks 
that had been abandoned, some of them in the 
midst of intersections. 
Will Get Worse 
And George Whitely, U.S. Weather forecaster 
in T renton, joined with police chiefs throughout the 
area in warning that things will be a lot worse 
before they get better. 
Today's bright sun and churning tires will 
melt some of the snow in the highways, Whitely 
said, and the plunging overnight mercury will freeze 
it again into a slick sheet of dangerous ice. 
I he overnight low may reach zero in some out­ 
lying sections of Lower Bucks. Whitely said, and 
will tie no higher than IO any 
where.

NEW YORK (UPI) - Thou­ 
sands of workmen in 14 Eastern 
(ates blew on their frost-nipped 
fingers today and pitched in to 
free millions snowbound by the 
worst blizzard since 1947. 
Temperatures were mostly be­ 
low IO degrees from Virginia to 
Maine during the night and many 
communities reported below' zero 
readings following Monday’s rec­ 
ord snowfall which piled wind* 
(driven drifts many feet deep. 
Hundreds of schools remained 
closed today. Transportation was 
just beginning to pull out of a 
snow-clogged snarl. Deaths, fires 
and traffic accidents attributed to 
the snow and cold mounted. 
At least 147 persons lost their 
lives as the storm moved from 
Texas over the weekend into the 
Middle Atlantic states and up the 
- Eastern coastal weather corridor 


I and on into the Atlantic. 


Washington Hit First 
The nation’s capital was one of 
the first big cities paralyzed by 
the swirling snow and othir cities 
in the heavily populated East he 
came immobilized. Philadelphia, 
New York and Boston were hit 
one. two, three.
